And the land is defiled : therefore I do viſit the iniquity 
thereof upon it, and the land itſelf vomiteth out her inha- 
bitants. Ye ſhall therefore keep my ſtatutes and my judg- 
ments, and ſhall not commit any of theſe. abominations ; 
neither any of your own nation, nor any ſtranger that ſo- 
journeth among you: (for all theſe abominations have the 
men of the land done, which were before you, aud the 
land is defiled.) That the land ſpue not you out alſo, when 
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you defile it, as it ſpued out the nations which were before 
you. For whoſoever ſhall commit any of theſe abomina- 
tions, even the ſouls that commit them, ſhall be cut off from 
among their people. Therefore call ye keep mine ordi- 
nance, that ye commit not any one of theſe abominable cuſ. 
toms, Which were committed before you, and that ye defile 
not yourſelves therein: I am the Lord your God. 
He that ſays the Sanction, before he begins, ſays, 
Baruch awta Adonia, Bleſſed art thou, O Lord our 
God, King. of the Univerſe! that 
hath cho'en good prophets, and with pleaſure declared to 
them the truth : bleſſed art thou, O Lord! who gavelt the 
law to Moſes thy ſervant, to Iſrael thy people, and to the 
true and righteous prophets. 
Then he ſays as follows. 
Now the word of the Lord came unto Jonah the ſon of 
. Amittai, ſaying, Ariſe, go to Nineveh that great city, and 
ery againſt it; for their wickedneſs is come up before me. 
But Jonah roſe up to flee unto Tarſhiſh from the preſence 
of the Lord, and went down to Joppa; and he found a 
ſhip going to Tarſhiſh : ſo he paid the fare thereof, and 
went down into it to go with them unto Tarſhiſh, from the 
preſence. of the Lord. But the Lord ſent out a great wind 
into the ſea, and there was a mighty tempeſt in the ſea, fo 
that the ſhip was like to be broken. Then the mariners 
were afraid, and cried every man unto his god, and caſt 
forth the wares that were in the ſhip, into the ſea, to 
lighten it of them: but Jonah was gone down into the ſides 
of the ſhip, and he lay, and was faft aſleep. So the ſhip- 
maſter came to him, and faid unto him, What meaneſt 
thou, O lleeper ? ariſe, call upon thy God, if ſo be that 
God will think upon us, that we periſh not. And they 
ſaid every one to his fellow, Come, and let us caſt lots, that 
we may know for whoſe cauſe this evil is upon us. So they 
caſt lots, and the lot fell upon Jonah, Then ſaid they unto 
10 him, 
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him, Tell us, we pray thee, for whoſe cauſe this evil 13 
upon us: what is thine occupation ? and whence comeſt 
thon ? what is thy country? and of What people art thou ? 
And he ſaid unto them, I am an Hebrew, and I fear the 
Lord the God of heaven, which hath made the ſea and the 
dry land. Then were the men exceedingly afraid, and ſaid 
unto him, why haſt thou done this ? (for the men knew 
that he fled from the preſence of the Lord, becauſe he had 
told them.) Then faid they unto him, What ſhall we do 
unto thee, that the ſea may be calm unto us? (for the ſea 
wrought; and was tempeſtuous.) And he faid unto them, 
Take me up, and caſt me forth into the ſea ; ſo ſhall the ſea 
be calm unto you: for I know that for my fake this great 
tempeſt is upon you, Nevertheleſs the men rowed hard to 
bring it to the land, but they could not; for the ſea wrought, 
and was tempeſtuous againſt them, Wherefore they cried 
nnto the Lord, and ſaid, We beſeech thee, O Lord! we be- 
ſeech thee, let us not periſh for this man's life, and lay not 
upon us innocent blood: for thou, O Lord! haſt done as 
it pleaſed thee. So they took up Jonah, and caſt him 
forth into the ſea, and the ſea ceaſed from her raging, 
Then the men feared the Lord exceedingly, and offered a 
facrifice unto the Lord, and made vows. Now the Lord 
had prepared a great fiſh to ſwallow up Jonah, and Jonah 
was in the belly of the fiſh three days and three nights. 
Then Jonah prayed unto the Lord his God ont of the fiſh's 
belly, and faid, I cried by reaſon of mine affliction; unto the 
Lord, and he heard me: out of the belly of hell cried I, and 
thou heardſt my voice. For thou hadſt caſt me into the 
deep, in the midft of the ſeas, and the floods compaſſed me 
about, all thy billows and thy waves paſſed over me. Then 
- I ſaid, I am caſt out out of thy ſight; yet I will look again 
toward thy holy temple. The waters compaſſed me about, 
even to the ſoul: the depth cloſed me round about, the 
weeds were wo about my head, I went down to the 
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bottoms of the mountains; the earth with her bars was 
about me for ever: yet haſt thou brought up my life ſrom 
corruption, O Lord my God! When my ſoul fainted within 
me, '1 remembred the Lord, and my prayer came in unto 
thee,. into thine holy temple. _ They that obſerve lying va- 
nities, forſake their own mercy. But I will facrifice unto 
thee with the voice of thankſgiving, I will pay that that I 
have vowed: ſalvation is of the Lord. And the Lord ſpake 
unto the fiſh, and it vomited out Jonah upon the dry land. 
And the word of the Lord came unto Jonah the ſecond time, 
ſaying, Ariſe, go unto Nineveh that great city, and preach 
unto it the preaching that I bid thee, So Jonah arote and 
went unto Nineveh, according to the word of the Lord: 
(now Nineveh was an exceeding great city of three days 
journey.) And Jonah began to enter into the city a day's 
journey, and he cried, and ſaid, Yet forty days and Nineveh 
ſhall be overthrown, So the people of Nineveh believed 
God, and proclaimed a faſt, and put on ſackcloth, from 
the greateſt of them even to the leaſt of them. For word 
came unto the king of Nineveh, and he aroſe from his 
throne, and he laid his robe from him, and covered him 
with ſackcloth, and ſat in aſhes. And he cauſed it to be 
proclaimed, and publiſhed through Nineveh (by the decree 
of the king and his nobles) ſaying, Let neither man nor 
beaſt, herd nor flock, taſte any thing; let them not feed, 
nor drink water. But let man and beaſt be covered with 
ſackcloth, and cry mightily unto God: yea, let them turn 
every one from his evil way, and from the violence that is 
in their hands. Who can tell if God will turn and re- 
pent, and turn away from his fierce anger, that we periſh 
not? And God ſaw their works, that they turned
